
FARM HORROR BLAZE - 975 pigs dead 


AN INVESTIGATION 
is underway after 
nearly 1,000 pigs were 
killed in a fire at a farm 
near Broadwindsor. 

A reported 975 animals 
were killed in the fire 
which ripped through a 


barn at Seaborough 
Manor on Friday morn¬ 
ing. 

Eight fire crews from 
Somerset and Dorset - 
including two from Brid- 
port and one from 
Beaminster - spent the 
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morning fighting the 
blaze, thought to have 
been started by a faulty 
fan. 

Firefighters at the scene 
said they managed to res¬ 
cue a number of the ani¬ 
mals, but that a great 
many more were killed in 
the blaze. 

At its height about 30 
fire fighters were called 
on to help bring the fire 
under control. 

A farmworker at the 
scene said the farm had 
lost “a load of pigs” and 
that it was a difficult time 
for the all at the farm - 
thought to be the UK’s 
top breeders of Large 
White pigs. 

Station manager Nick 
Brown was one of the 
first at the scene. 

He said: “Dorset Fire 
and Rescue were called 
to a fire at 6:30 this 
morning where we found 
a fire developing in a 
barn containing pigs. 

“It was a case of trying 
to extinguish the fire and 


trying to release the pigs. 

“Fire crews managed to 
protect surrounding buil¬ 
dings but the barn itself 
was destroyed.” 

He added: “Fire crews 
from both services 
[Dorset and Somerset] 
acted professionally in 
the face of arduous con¬ 
ditions.” 

By mid-afternoon the 



blaze had been put out 
and fire crews were able 
to check for any last 
pockets of fire. 

Although the barn con¬ 
tained asbestos, fire serv¬ 
ices reported that neigh¬ 
bouring properties were 
not at risk. 

At the scene, Jeremy 
Barber - whose family 
owns the farm - played 
down the incident, sug¬ 
gesting that “not too 
many” pigs were lost in 
the fire. 

He believed the fire

might have started when 
a fan in the barn caught 
fire. 

But the BBC later re¬ 
ported that the trauma 
has left the family “dev¬ 
astated,” going on to 
quote family friend 
Jonathan French who 
told them: “This wasn’t a 
commercial pig farm, it 
was pedigree that’s taken 
40 years of Jeremy’s life 
to breed and build up and 
those effects will be felt 
hugely amongst him and 
the family for many 


I Firefighters on the scene

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years to come. 

“Without a doubt he 
was the top breeder in the 
country so that effect will 
obviously have a knock- 
on effect to other people 


over a period of time.” 

“The impact is hugely 
devastating on the whole 
family, the fact that ani¬ 
mals perished in that 
fashion.” 
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HISTORY enthusiast Chris Lovejoy first moved to 
Lyme Regis in 1997 and has lived between the 
seaside resort and Axminster in East Devon ever 
since. 

Originally from Newbury, Chris grew up in Kent 
and London before travelling overseas and 
spending seven years in an Ashram in Pune, 
India. 

After varying careers, from lawyer to furniture 
restorer, he now runs history tours of Lyme Regis 
and this summer is taking on the town's popular 
ghost tours. 

Chris lives with wife Judy and their two cats. 


• WHAT did you do before running the Lyme Regis 
History Walks? 

have had many jobs in my life - lawyer, prison proba¬ 
tion officer, therapist, creative arts administrator, fur¬ 
niture restorer, ESL teacher, to name just a few. I used 
to think it was a defect of my character that I always 
wanted to do different things rather than sticking with 
one career, but now I'm grateful for all the knowledge 
and experience I've gained over the years. 

• WHY did you start up the history walks? 

One day, walking along Sherborne Lane, I had a sud¬ 
den overwhelming impression of hearing the tramp¬ 
ing of heavy boots and deep gutteral voices. Although 
over in a split second, this strange"vision" inspired me 
to look deeper into town history and I later discovered 
that this area was one of the front lines of combat dur¬ 
ing the Siege of Lyme in the Civil War. 

The more I read the more I was amazed at the rich¬ 
ness and variety of Lyme's past and realised that, while 
its literary heritage and paleontology was well repre¬ 
sented by others, no one, at that time, was presenting 
the broader history of the town to our visitors. So I 
started Lyme History Walks. This will be our third sea¬ 
son. 

• TELL us a little about the walks... 

The walks take place on Mondays and Saturdays at 
11am from March to September, last an hour and a 
half and are suitable to anyone with average walking 
ability. Visitors can now pre-book a walk through the 
museum. From a humble medieval settlement of 
monks to a great Elizabethan port, through its subse¬ 
quent decline and 18th century resurrection as a fash¬ 
ionable resort up to the present day, we meet many 
of the remarkable men and women who played their 
part in Lyme's evolving story. I tell tales from their lives, 



recount key events, introducing smugglers and buc¬ 
caneers, artists, rebels, scientists and philanthropists, 
the humble and the fashionable who all left their mark 
on the town. 

# WHAT'S your favourite Lyme Regis historical link 
or story? 

I love to talk about Thomas Coram and the Foundling 
Hospital, and tell the story of Lassie, the Pilot Boat dog 
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who saved the life of a sailor. Henry Fielding's at¬ 
tempted abduction of a local lass is also a great story. 

• WHY did you decide to take on the ghost walks 
this summer? 

I decided to take on the Ghost Walks as an exciting 
challenge. Despite the great training and support he 
has given me, I know Carl Salter will be a hard act to 
follow. 

• WHAT can those taking part expect from the 
Ghost Walks? 

The Ghost Walks are above all good entertainment for 
all the family. Participants can expect a blend of local 
folklore, scary (but not too scary!) stories, spooky 
jokes, sound effects and slapstick. They will start in 
May, every Tuesday and Thursday from 7.30pm for an 
hour throughout the season from the museum or 
other named venue. 

• WHAT are your other personal interests? 

Meditation is my greatest joy. I can't imagine my life 
without it. I play the piano and keyboard and enjoy all 
kinds of music alone. I also love being around most 
kinds of animals. 

• WHAT do you like about living in this area? 

I love the warm, easygoing nature of the local people 
and the soft blend of rural and ocean landscape, so 
good for walking. 

• WHAT would you add to or change about the 
area if you could? 

I would revive the old Axminster to Lyme Regis branch 
line, closed in 1965.1 believe this could solve a lot of 
our traffic problems. 

• WHAT would you do if you won the Lottery? 

I would start a foundation for teaching meditation in 
prisons and open an animal rescue centre. 

• WHICH three people would you invite to a 
dream dinner party? 

I would invite three of my favourite comedians/comic 
actors - Lenny Henry, Sandy Toksvig and Giles Bran- 
dreth.

CAMPAIGNERS BLAME COUNTY COUNCIL POLICIES FOR INCREASE IN ACCIDENTS 


RESIDENTS living 
along the coast road be¬ 
tween Burton Bradstock 
and Weymouth have 
stepped up their cam¬ 
paign describing the 
road’s safety record as 
“horrendous.” 

Business leaders af¬ 
fected by the road - the 
B3157 - also attacked 
policies they believe are 
hitting businesses along 
the route. 

Dorset County Council 
(DCC) continue to deny 
that its actions are re¬ 
sponsible for an increase 
in accidents along the 
route. 

White lines and other 
markings are currently 
absent along much of the 
route after studies in 
other areas suggested 
safety could be improved 


by their removal. 

At a campaign meeting 
in Swyre the two groups 
joined local councilors in 
slamming DCC for 
measures they believe 
are responsible for their 
misery. 

The meeting was 
chaired by parish coun¬ 
cillor for Swyre, West 
Bexington and Punc- 
knowle Eonne Sinclair. 

He said: “For years we 
have suffered from lots 
of accidents along the 
route and lots of people 
blame the lack of mark¬ 
ings for that. 

“At the same time, sig¬ 
nage for the coast road 
have been removed and a 
lot of businesses are suf¬ 
fering as a result 

“Traffic is just not com¬ 
ing this way - people are 


using the A3 5 instead be¬ 
cause they just don’t 
know that this is a route 
that leads to Weymouth. 

“I run an electrical 
company and it doesn’t 
impact on my own busi¬ 
ness but I see day to day 
how it affects other busi¬ 
nesses. 

“Speak to older people 
about the loss of mark¬ 
ings and signs. Lots of 
them will not use the 
road now - it’s a real bat¬ 
tle.” 

Elizabeth Edmunds 
runs a B&B on the coast 
road. 

She said: “I want to 
know what’s going on, 
what do [Dorset County 
Council] think they are 
aiming at? 

“I’ve been here nine 
years and there have 


been quite a number of 
horrendous accidents.” 

Parish councillor for 
Abbotsbury, Henry Ford, 
also joined calls for 
change during the meet¬ 
ing at The Bull Inn in 
Swyre. 

The councillor for more 
than 40 years said: “My 
concern is that it is just a 
saving on paint and cats 
eyes. But accidents cost 


us more in the long run. 

“It was done with good 
intentions I’m sure but it 
hasn’t worked and we 
need to learn by that.” 

Selwyn Holmes who 
has lived in the area for 
33 years and runs a busi¬ 
ness in Abbotsbury said 
the removal of signs had 
had a dramatic effect. 

He said: “When the 
signs were removed in 


2007, people no longer 
saw they could get be¬ 
tween Bridport and Wey¬ 
mouth along the B3157. 

They replaced them 
with a sign saying 
“scenic route via Abbots¬ 
bury” but to where? 

“I believe there is a pol¬ 
icy of traffic reduction 
along the route and it has 
resulted in a considerable 
drop in business.”

WEST Dorset District 
Council has thanked resi¬ 
dents for feedback on the 
new joint draft Local Plan 
for West Dorset, Wey¬ 
mouth & Portland. 

Residents were given 
the opportunity to have 
their say on whether to in¬ 
clude a site to the south 
east of Dorchester in the 
draft local plan, during a 
six-week consultation pe¬ 
riod which ended on 
March 14. 

Residents were asked 
their views at drop-in ses¬ 
sions held in Dorchester, 
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Beaminster, Sherborne 
and Crossways. 

Feedback received from 
the consultation was 
added to that gathered at 
consultations held last 
summer and will now be 
considered by councillors 
before any decision is 
made on the sites to be 
included in the plan. 

The plan is to be pre¬ 
sented to councillors in 
the coming months be¬ 
fore being submitted to 
an independent inspector 
for consideration. 

WDDC is required by 
central government to 
plan to meet the housing 
needs for its area. 

It is advised by central 
government to identify a 
supply of specific, devel¬ 
opable sites or broad lo¬ 
cations for growth over 
the next 15 years. 


The amount of land it 
sets aside is based on pre¬ 
dicted population figures 
from the 2011 Census. 

The new site at Dorch¬ 
ester has the potential to 
provide around 1,000 
new homes after 2021. At 
least 35 per cent would 
be affordable housing, 
and new community facil¬ 
ities, offices and industrial 
units as well as improved 
traffic management could 
also be included. 

As part of the consulta¬ 
tion, residents were asked 
for their views on devel¬ 
oping alternative sites for 
development, such as in 
the outskirts of Beamin¬ 
ster. 

WDDC Leader Ropbert 
Gould said:"l would like to 
thank everyone who has 
submitted comments 
about the Local Plan." 



Responding to the crit¬ 
icism, a DCC spokesman 
said: “The work we have 
done to remove road 
markings is in keeping 
with our aim to improve 
safety using methods 
sympathetic with the 
rural setting. 

“Current records show 
that 47 injuries occurred 
in the four years before 
the start of the project, in 
December 2008, and 63 
in the four years since. 

“However, of the colli¬ 
sions that took place after 
the scheme, 75 per cent 
of them have been in 
areas where the road 
markings have remained 
in place. 

“Of the remaining 25 


per cent, the circum¬ 
stances included a num¬ 
ber of factors, none of 
which have been put 
down to the removal of 
white lines. 

“Fog has only been a 
factor in three collisions: 
two before the project 
and one since. All of 
these took place where 
lines are still in place. 

“We will continue to 
monitor the scheme and 
make improvements as 
necessary.” 

Regarding signage he 
added: “We would never 
discourage tourists from 
going down the coast 
road.”

AROUND 50 firefighters fought a thatched roof fire 
at Littlebredy on Easter Sunday. 

Dorset Fire and Rescue were called to the scene at 
about 4:15pm with six appliances - two each from 
Dorchester, Bridport and Weymouth - and also 
crews from Maiden Newton, Beaminster, Charmouth 
and Bere Regis in attendance. 


The blaze destroyed the roofs of two semi-de¬ 
tached properties and is believed to have started in 
the chimney. 

The fire was under control shortly after 6pm with 
crews staying on the scene during the evening. 

A fire service spokesman urged householders to 
ensure their chimneys are swept regularly.

Museum project set 
to bring back flax 


BEAMINSTER Museum is hop¬ 
ing to learn more about what was 
historically one of the area’s most 
important crops - by encouraging 
its cultivation once more. 

Flax was also one of the nation’s 
most important crops - Europe de¬ 
pended on it for cloth until well 
into the 19th century when the rise 
of cotton overshadowed it. 

Prior to the introduction of cotton 
it is estimated that as much as half 
of the fields around Beaminster 
were given over to flax production 
- which was also used for twine, 
cordage and sail making. 

Now no flax is grown at all - al¬ 
though a relative of the plant is 
grown for the production of lin¬ 
seed oil and seeds. 

But all that is about to change 
under an initiative by Beaminster 
Museum, funded by the Heritage 
Lottery Fund. 

Flax seeds have been distributed 
to residents, allotment owners, 
community groups and farmers in 
a bid to understand more about the 
production of this historically piv¬ 
otal crop. 

The growers gathered at a special 
launch at the museum where they 
were given seeds, instructions and 
oversized plant labels so that 
progress can be easily monitored. 


Project organiser Jenny Cuthbert 
said: “It really is an experiment be¬ 
cause we know how important it 
was but we don’t know how it was 
done.” 

Fellow project organiser Arnold 
Shipp added: “It’s been many 
years since flax was grown in the 
area. 

“It is a good way to involve the 
community to get different groups 
to grow flax. 

“It is a very exciting and compre¬ 


hensive programme and we hope 
some of our enthusiasm rubs off on 
you.” 

Lucy Eames, teaching assistant 
and eco school co-ordinator for 
Beaminster’s St Mary’s Primary 
School, said the children there 
were excited to be taking part in 
the project. 

She said: “It’s good for all the 
children and a great way to teach 
all sorts of subjects from numbers 
and science to the environment.”

With War¬ 
ren having already been booked, the 
incident, once again, could have warranted 
a red card but none was shown. 

The half-time whistle brought welcome 
relief to increasing tensions and comments 
from two of the League's top two referees 
that they would have brandished three red 
cards to the clearly fired-up Winsham play¬ 
ers. 

The second-half saw Lyme, having been 
outplayed before the turnaround, come 
back into the game. 

But Winsham went close to adding to 
their lead when Spurdle surged through 
but pulled his angled shot just wide.

BRIDPORT gained a valuable victory de¬ 
spite a less than convincing perform¬ 
ance against Ilfracombe Town at St 
Mary's on Easter Monday. 

The win moved them up one place to 
fourth bottom in the Toolstation West¬ 
ern League Premier Division, but they 
rarely looked fluent as they stretched 
their unbeaten run to eight games.

Finally just after the half hour Bridport 
managed a shot on goal but Jamie 
Filkins could only toe poke his effort at 
Bluebirds keeper Steve Oliver after Ben 
Clarke had set him up. 

Then Chris Luke was unlucky with a 
chip from 20 yards that just drifted wide 
of the angle of the goalframe after Ryan 
Dovell had picked him out. 

The game was beginning to open up 
and afterTurner's cushioned header had 
cleared the Simkin's bar, Dovell robbed 
Stan Paxton on the half-way line, but 
was halted by a brilliant tackle from 
Craig Allen on the edge of the box as he 
was about to shoot. At the other end 
Ross Middleton's low shot was safely 
gathered by Filkins. 

With half-time beckoning, Bridport 
scored against the run of play. 

Josh Heathfield bundled Dovell over 
on the edge of the penalty area, and Dan 
Wise stepped up to curl the free-kick 
around the wall and into the top right 
corner leaving Oliver stranded.

Just after the hour, Francis drove the 
ball home from 12 yards when the ball 
dropped to him following a free-kick. 

Ilfracombe pressed for an equaliser 
and both Copp, who sliced his shot wide 
of goal, and Francis who headed wide 
from a free-kick, both had good chances. 

With the Bluebirds committed, it left 
gaps at the back and both Ben Clarke 
who drove his shot beyond the far post 
after being put through by sub Max 
Buckler, and Ritchie, who having dispos¬ 
sessed Paxton then fired well wide as 
Oliver advanced, could have made the 
game safe.
